Claim 4 (previously presented): A composition according to claim 1 wherein the 
composition is adjusted to a pH of about 4 to about 4,5, 

Claim 5 (original): A composition for parenteral administration buffered at a pH of about 
4 to about 4.5 and comprising as active ingredient cyclo[{4-(NH2-C 2 H 4 -NH-CO-0-)Pro}-Phg- 
DTrp-l_ys-Tyr(4-Bzl)-Phe] or a pharmaceutical acceptable salt thereof. 

Claim 6 (original): A composition according to claim 5 wherein the composition is 
buffered by an acetate/acetic acid, lactate/ lactic acid, or Glycin / HCI buffer.
